shooting by East German police 
along the East-West Berlin bor- 
der. 


An American spokesman said

Albert Watson II, chief of 


U.S. 
forces in Berlin, personally 


protested Friday to the Soviet 
commandant. Col. A. I. Solovyev, 
at East Berlin headquarters. 


The United States and other 


Western allies do not recognize 
the East German Communist re- 
gime, regarding k as a Soviet 
puppet. 


The U.S. protest came only a 


few hours after East German bor- 
der guards peppered the Ameri- 
can sector with machinegun ami 
rifle fire U.S. military and West 
Berlin police held their fire. There 
wer« no report* of casualties. 


Watson "warned against the 


consequences of the reckless and 
illegal conduct" of the East Ger- 
man police, the spokesman said. 
'Gen. Watson also protested to 
the Soviets about other flagrant 
incidents which recently affected 
the peace and security of the 
American sector," he .added. 


The early 
morning shooting 


from t«e Communist sector came 
as nine refugees broke through a 
tarbed wire fence to West Berlin 
in a truck. All scrambled out and 
raced to safety in a hail of bullets 
fired by East German border 
guards. 


East German guns rattled again 


when two other East Berliners 
eluded them and escaped into the 
French sector. The firing halted 
after the refugees disappeared 
down a railroad track well within 
the Western «one.

BOY, 11, KILLS 
HIS FATHER TO 
PROTECT MOM 


SCHENECTADY, N.Y. (AP)— 


Can many say they faced a 
harder decision than that before 
Paul Berrian, at age 11. 


His father was drunk and point- 


ing a gun at his mother What 
decision was Paul to make? 


"He made a horrible decision," 


an assistant district attorney said, 
"and, right or wrong, he will live 
with this the rest of his life." 


Paul, a good-looking, intelligent 


boy in the 
fifth 
grade of an 


elementary school across the road 
from the Berrian home in subur- 
ban Rotterdam shot his father to 
death. 


"I picked up the other gun and 


told 
him to stop it. But he 


wouldn't listen to me, and I shot 
him." Paul said. 
HAD BEEN TICKETED 


These were the events in the 


small, neat Berrian home in the 
early morning hours Friday, as 
recounted by police: 


Harold Berrian, 43, out of work 


since a heart attack three months 
ago, returned home after a round 
of drinking. 


He was in a rage. He claimed 


he had been given a ticket for 
speeding, but police say this was 
not so. He awakened his wife, 
Rose, 36, and began to berate her. 
At one point he smashed his fist 
through a plasterboard wall. 


Paul, his sister, Linda, 14, and 


brother John, 4, were roused by 
the noise. 


Berrian carried two 12-gauge 


shotguns from a bedroom, loaded 
them, placed one on a table and 
pointed the other at his wife. He 
threatened to kill her and the 
children 
NEVER FINED BEFORE 


Mrs Berrian and Linda strug- 


gled with Berrian, trying to wrest 
the weapon from him. 


Then Paul picked up the other 


gun off the table and made his 
decision. It was the first time the 
boy ever fired a gun. The charge 
struck his father in the back. 


"He is a very intelligent boy 


and was fully aware of what he 
did,' said Asst Dist. Atty. Henry 
Bradt. 


No charge was placed against 


the youngster.

Vandiver and other Rice offi- 


cials negotiated with Buell's de- 
scendants for the purchase of 
rights to microfilm the papers and 
ceep them on loan at Rice. 


The collection also includes a 


200-page transcript of Buell's hear- 
ing before an Army board of in- 
quiry in 1862-63. 


The board investigated Buell's 


.eadership in the Union campaign 
against Confederate Gen. Braxton 
Bragg in Kentucky in 1862. 


Although the board ne\er made 


its findings public, the inquiry 
cast a shadow over Buell's long 
military career. 
After a year 


awaiting new orders, he retired 
from the Army. 


The West Pointer earlier had 


fought in the Seminole War of 
1841-42 and had been breveted for 
bra\ery at Monterey in the Mexi- 
can War. 


The papers, in two caches, were 


in the hands of two Housotn de- 
scendants of the general's family. 
The Buell family originally was 
from Ohio, but some of its mem- 
bers settled in Texas. 


Most of the papers were in the 


possession of Henry Lee Buell, an 
80-year-old nephew of the general.

He was in a rage. He claimed 
he had been given a ticket for 
.speeding, but police say this was 
not so. Ho awakened his wife, 
Rose, 36 and began to berate her.

Paul, his sister, Linda, 14, and 
brother John, 4, were roused by 
the noise. 
Berrian carried two 12-gauge 
shotguns from a bedroom, loaded 
them, placed one on a table and 
pointed the other at his wife.

Mrs Berrian and Linda strug­ 
gled with Berrian, trying to wrest 
the weapon from him. 
Then Paul picked up the other 
gun off the table and made his 
decision.

"He is a very intelligent boy 
and was fully aware of what he 
did,’ said Asst Dist. Atty. Henry 
Bradt.

Find Missing Papers Of 
Civil W ar General Buell 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - The 
long missing personal papers of 
Maj. Gen Don Carols Buell, a 
ranking Union commander in the 
Civil War, have turned up in 
Houston. 
The Houston Post said in a copy­ 
righted story that a scholar from 
Rice University found the bulk of 
the papers in a battered trunk in­ 
side a tool shed. 
HUNDREDS OF LETTERS 
The collection contains letters to 
the 
bewhiskered 
general 
from 
Abraham Lincoln. Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant, Gen. William Tecumseh 
Sherman. Gen. George B. McClel­ 
lan, Andrew Jackson and others. 
There are hundreds of letters — 
both originals and copies — which 
Buell wrote in his scratchy script 
to his wife, his fellow generals, 
and his friends. 
"As far as the Western Theater 
of the Civil War is concerned, 
this is the most important codec 
lion found in the last IO or 20 
years,” said Dr. Frank Vandiver, 
historian and author of several 
books on the Civil War. 
HEARING TRANSCRIPT 
Vandiver and other Rice offi­ 
cials negotiated with Buell’s de­ 
scendants for the purchase of 
rights to microfilm the papers and 
keep them on loan at Rice. 
The collection also includes a 
200 page transcript of Buell’s hear­ 
ing before an Army board of in­ 
quiry in 1862-63. 
The board investigated Buell’s 
leadership in the Union campaign 
against Confederate Gen. Braxton 
Bragg in Kentucky in 1862. 


Although the board never made 
its findings public, the inquiry 
cast a shadow over Buell’s long 
military career. 
After a 
year 
awaiting now orders, he retired 
from the Army. 
The West Pointer earlier had 
fought in the Seminole War of 
1841-42 and had been breveted for 
bravery at Monterey in the Mexi 
can War. 
The papers, in two caches, were 
in the hands of two Housotn de­ 
scendants of the general’s family 
The Buell family originally was 
from Ohio, but some of its mem­ 
bers settled in Texas. 
Most of the papers were in the 
possession of Henry Lee Buell, an 
80-year-old nephew of the general

Letter To The Editor 


October 11, 1961 


To the Editor 
The Gettysburg Times 
Gettysburg. Pennsylvania 
Dear Sir: 


Tonight's 
Gettysburg 
Times 


carried a headline: "Mock Battle 
is Urged for Anniversary Events 
in '63." I should like to raise a 
dissenting voice. 


Battle • re-enactments are the 


wrong way to observe the Civil 


community. The Blue and the 
Gray met here in 1863 in deadly 
earnest, not to provide a show 
for future generations of tourists. 
There is much significance in the 
fact that both Lee and Meade 
.declined invitations to revisit this 
battlefield, preferring not to run 
the danger of prolonging bitter 
memories and perhaps reopening 
old wounds. 


Civil War centennial observations 


are to help us recall the real 
issues at stake in that tragic 
conflict. If this is not so. it should 
be. Such are not to be seen in 
the blood bath of July but in 
the eloquent words and moving 
sentiments 
voiced 
here 
in 


November. It is not the Angle 
that symbolizes what Gettysburg 
really means to our generation, 
but the unidentified dead in the 
National Cemetery. 


We are in danger of losing sight 


of the real issue of that tragic 
conflict in hurry-burly and din 
of re-enactment 
extravaganzas.

I should like to raise a 
dissenting voice. 
Battle • re-enactments are 
the 
wrong way to observe the Civil 
War centenniai in this or any other 
community. The Blue and the 
Gray met here in 1863 in deadly 
earnest, not to provide a show 
for future generations of tourists. 
There is much significance in the 
fact that both Lee and Meade 
declined invitations to revisit this 
battlefield, preferring not to mn 
the danger of prolonging bitter 
memories and perhaps reopening 
old wounds. 
Civil War centennial observations 
are to help us recall the real 
issues at 
stake in that tragic 
conflict, lf this is not so. it should 
be. Such are not to be seen in 
the blood bath of July but in 
the eloquent words and moving 
sentiments 
voiced 
here 
in 
November. H is not the Angle 
that symbolizes what Gettysburg 
really means to our generation, 
but the unidentified dead in the 
National Cemetery. 
We are in danger of losing sight 
of the real issue of that tragic 
conflict in hurly-burly and din 
of 
re-enactment 
extravaganzas. 
Such are bound to be historically 
inaccurate and artificial. 
The 
Travel 
Council 
and the 
Gettysburg community would be 
well 
advised 
to 
center 
their 
attention 
on 
the 
events 
of 
November 19, 1863. It is in this, 
rather than in the carnage and 
waste of the previous July, that 
we can sense what the Civil War 
means to Americans.

To solve the ques- 
tion the district attorney and po- 
lice presented all of the witnesses 
in ths case to the grand jury. In 
a hearing that lasted from 10 a.m. 
to 2 p.m., the grand jury heard 
all of the witnesses and finding 
that the shooting was in self-de- 
fense returned "not a true bill" on 
the indictment against Smith. 
SHORT CUT SAVED MONEY

New Mouth Gear 


Cut Grid Injuries 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)-A den- 


tal specialist reported today thai 
use of a newly developed mouth 
protector will virtually eliminate 
football injuries to the mouth. 


Dr. William D. Heintz, of Co- 


lumbus, Ohio, said that "injuries 
in and around tht mouth com- 
prise numerically about 50 pet 
cent of all football injuries." 


In remarks prepared for th« 


102nd annual session of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, Heintz, a 
staff member of the Ohio Stat« 
University Dental School, said 
that faceguards reduce these in- 
juries only by about one half. 


"They protect most effectively 


against nose and cheek injuries 
but they do not protect against 
blows under the chin or on top 
of the head," be said. 


He said use of the newly de- 


veloped mouth protector, which 
he termed inexpensive and cus- 
tom-made, will virtually elimi- 
nate injuries to the mouth. 


The dental specialist pointed out 


that mouth protectors and faoa 
guards will be mandatory in 1962 
for high school and college play- 
ers. He urged schools and local 
dental societies to consult before 
choosing a particular type. 


In producing the custom-made 


mouthguard. said Heintz, the den- 
tist must take the impression but 
actual fabrication can be done by 
nonprofessionals.

SEW YORK AP'-Is a com- 


pany better managed if its offic- 
ers lay their own money on the 
line by owning stock in it? 


That is a favorite topic raised 


by stockholders at annual meet- 
ings. It also presumably is dis- 
cussed at some boards of direc- 
tors roeeetings. Stock traders also 
keep an eye on sales or new pur 
chases by management, regard 
ing ;; as a possible sign of how 
much confidence they may have 
in the company's future. 


own company's stock by execu- 
tives runs all the way from none 
(o 85 per cent or more Changes 
in $ueh ownership through sale or 
purchase are reported by listed 
companies to stock exchanges and 
government regulatory agencies. 
MORE PERSONAL INTEREST 


The point that nonmanagement 


stockholders raise the most is: 
Officers and directors should own 
some stock because that insures 
they'll take a more peronal inter- 
est in its affairs. 


Defenders of small stock hold- 


ings by management, or none at 
•11. usually cite- Officers and di- 
rectors should be named for what 
they can do for the firm, without 
regard to the extra incentive of 
personal gam. 


The gain could come through 


increased dividends, which as di- 
rectors they might ^te: or in- 
creased market price of shares, 
which as insiders they may be in 
position to influence. 


To see how much management 


holdings come to in companies on 
the Big Board the New York 
Stock Exchange turned to Stand- 
ard & Poor's Listed Stock Re- 
ports. A sampling of 245 listed 
companies, about one-fourth of all 
companies whose shares are trad- 
ed on the exchange, shows: 
OWNS 50% SHARES 


Management owns 50 per cent 


or more of the stock in 35 of the 
companies. The largest share was 
85 per cent in MCA, Inc., which 
among other things produces TV 
•cries. 


In 25 other companies the man- 


agement ownership is from 40 
through 49 per cent: in 40 it is 30 
to 39 per cent; in 57 companies 20 
to 29 per cent: in 76 the range is 
10 to 19 per cent; andinremain-i 


ing 12 less than 10 per cent. 


The sampling contains no com-

The bulky shadow of the Soviet 


military will never about the 22nd 
Soviet Communist congress this 
week as it takes up a draft eco- 
nomic program advertised as her- 
alding an abundant life for Soviet 
people within 20 years. 


There are signs that the mili- 


tary has placed roadblocks in the 
PUUU oT u«e progiciru, which the 
Communists call a "charter for 
humanity" and a prospective "fa- 
tal blow" to the Western way of 
life. 


Nikita Khrushchev, the premier 


and party chief, himself a man 
with a long record as a political 
rather than a career general, has 
put up an extremely tough front 
for the past year. 
HAST VAST POWER 


Only recently, according to re- 


liable sources, Khrushchev let the 
West know indirectly that he es- 
pouses vast military power and 
the use of that power for the ag- 
grandizement of his own nation. 
Power, he is reported to have 
said bluntly, exists to be used and 
he would feel himself derelict if 
he did not use it.

Some of his remarks in private [ 


to visiting envoys are said toi 
have been hair-raising. He is re-| 
ported to have said, for example, j 
that the United States has been1 
accustomed to an urban and in- 
dustrial civilization for many 
years while the U.S.S.R. has been 
out of its agrarian economy only, 
Tor 40.

feel not long ago. It all leads U 
suspicion that Kmushchev him- 
self is on a tightrope and that th« 
Berlin war scare was a necessary 
one for him. dictated by urgent 
needs to release pressures from 
the career military and the Stal- 
inists. 


Only a year ago this summer, 


when I was to Moscow, the 
Khrushchev plan to demobilize 


thousands of men from a top- 
heavy conventional armed force 
was being heavily propagandized. 
The manpower and investment in- 
stead were to go into grandois* 
programs for opening new lands, 
building villages and towns, de 
veloping vast undeveloped areas 
of the U.S.S.R. 


Indications are that the officers 


didn't buy it. When the war scare 
was generated by Moscow through 
the Berlin crisis, the excuse exist 
ed for revoking demobilization or- 
ders, for beefing up conventional 
forces all over agau. for carry- 
ing out a long series of nuclear 
weapons tests.
